BOUT five hundred creditors of Messrs. 
Clery and Co., Ltd., met informall 
at the premises of the firm, O'Connell 

street, Dublin, | sora to hear the state- 
ment of Mr. Eustace J. Shott, who has 
been appointed receiver by the Equity and 
Law Life: Assurance Society. 

The room in which the meeting was held 
was so overcrowded that a great many 
creditors were unable to gain admittance, 
and when Mr. Shott rose to make his state- 
ment, several creditors protested at the lack 
of accommodation, and suggested an adjourn- 
ment so that there would be an opportunity 
of taking notes and hearing properly. 

Mr. Shott pointed out that the matter was 
one of supreme urgency, and, as the meet- 
ing was not a statutory one, anyone present 
who did not wish to remain could leave. 

The meeting, acting on the suggestion of 
the Receiver, appointed a small committee of 
persons competent to advise upon all im- 
portant questions which, will have to be 
dealt with. 

It is understood that the Committee will 
hold its first meeting on Monday next. 


RECEIVER’S STATEMENT 


re-financing of the company through whatever 
channels may be available as soon as the 
business can show it has been effectively re- 
organised, and has eradicated the continuance 
of the trading lossés which have beén in- 
curred during the 7 year or so. 

‘In the event of the creditors seeing any 
hope of the avoidance of immediate realisa- 
tion, | would welcome the appointment by 
them of a small committee, composed of 
persons who would be competent to advise 
upon all the important questions which will 
immediately have to be dealt with.” 


THE ONLY WAY OUT 


Mr. Frank H. O'Donnell said he supported 
Mr. Shott’s plea. He did not think that any- 
body wanted to sée Messrs. Clery’s close 
down. The firm had a great tradition, and 
they did not want to see their building in the 
heart of the city left derelict. He suggested 
that the existing creditors should give a 
moratorium and agree to the formation of a 
small committee. There was no other way 
out. Either the Debenture holders came in 
and closed down the company, or they did 
what Mr. Shott suggested. 

If the creditors were prepared to wait for 
their money they also expected Clery and 
Co. to give them support and not to go out- 
side their firms for new business. 

Answering a creditor, Mr. Shott said that 
if forced realisation came along he thought 
that the existing stocks would be finished 
after the Christmas trade. If it did come 
along it was very hard to say how much 
they would realise. It would be a,very bad 
Receiver who would not get £100,000 out of 
them. Clery’s enjoyed one of the best turn- 
overs of any business in this country—a 
turnover which for a number of years lead- 
ing up to this war consistently approximated 
to the best part of half a million pounds, 
certainly over £400,000, and it might still 
claim to have, if conditions could be main- 
tained, a very big percentage of a cash trade.

Portobello was also the 
first to broadcast, and many. of the artists 
now appearing at the ‘‘ Roval”’ are 
already well-known to the public as a 
result of these radio programmes. 

Down at the Curragh the newly-formed 
Construction Corps is also playing its part, 
and, although it has been in existence 
only a short time, several of its members 
have appeared in the weekly concerts. 

Some of the boys show really remarkable 
taiont, and having seen quite a few Army 
shows” in the last few months I am 
tempted to wonder, once again, why our 
theatres in pre-war days took the trouble 
to import such very third and fourth-rate 
stuff from outside. They had, if they had 
realised it, all the ingredients of first-class 
musical hall entertainment—a good deal 
of it at any rate—right at their very doors. 


AA Horse for a Penny 


The feature of the Newmarket Sales last 
week was the fact that bloodstock could 
be bought at bargain prices, many horses 
with excellent pedigrees being sold for five 
cuincas each. This was due, of course, to 
the present uncertainty regarding the 
future of racing. 

The prices were not low records, how- 
ever. In America, about twenty-four 
years ago, when the. horses of Mr. 
Delamare Burton were put up for sale, 
the auctioneer could not get a bid. ‘ Five 
cents,” said Mr. David Warrington, for a 
joke. _“ He’s yours, sr” said the 
auctioncer.. ‘‘ Take him away.” 

During the last war a colt by Oriflamme 
—Bonny Jean was bought for a penny. 

At an interval in the racing at Wolver- 
hampton in December, 1926, Gyroscope, a 
horse that was costing about £3 10s. a 
veeig to train, was sold to Mrs. Bullock 
for £8 10s. Electric Current, a horse which 
won several races in the North of England 
several years ago, was purchased for seven 
guineas after he had been won as a prize 
at a dog show! 


Designer of Our Coinage 


Mr. Percy Metcalfe, whom I mentioned 
in a recent note as having been invited to 
submit a design for the newly-instituted 
George Cross, is now regarded as the out- 
standing designer of coins and medals. 

[ am reminded by a correspondent of 

his remarkable success when submitting 
designs for the Irish Free State coinage, 
which, though receiving much criticism 
at the time, are now looked upon as 
almost ideal. ' 
_ Seven prominent sculptors were invited 
to submit designs for the new coins. The 
judges took each denomination of coin in 
turn, and it was found that in every 
instance they had unanimously approved 
of the same series of designs. 

I might add that Mr. Metcalfe pro- 
duced these designs under great difficulty, 
for at the time he had to be propped up

in bed suffering from a recurrence of the 
effects of a wound received in the Great 
War. 

One of his sidelines has been the pro- 
duction of Toby jugs, and two in par- 
ticular—featuring Mr. Lloyd George and 
Lord Baldwin—have sold by hundreds. 


Pieces of Eight 


Did you know that the American dollar 
sign is an adaptation of the figure 8 which 
appeared on the pieces of eight so well 
known to us in our school days? I dis- 
covered this only the other day when I 
was speaking to a friend who is a coin 
collector (perhaps he would prefer me to 
call him a numismatist). 

Pieces of eight, which were silver pieces 
the size of a dollar coin, derived their 
name, he told me, from the figure 8 on the 
obverse side to indicate a value of eight 
reales, On many of the coins vertical 
lines were drawn through the 8—hence the 
8. In the same way, horizontal lines are 
drawn through the letter L to give us £. 

Pieces of eight were made between 1536 
and 1821 in Mexico and other parts of 
Spanish America, where the Spanish 
explorers developed silver mines. From 
there they were’ sent to Spain, unless 
pirates like Captain Kidd raided the ships 
and buried the coins in West Indian 
islands or along the Atlantic coast of 
America. Hence the schoolboy stories.

These amendments recon- 
stituted, and gave new powers to, three 
separate public assistance bodies—the Dublin, 
Rathdown and Balrothery ‘boards of Guar- 
dians, 

Next in importance came the County 
Management Bill, which appointed Mr. P. JJ. 
Hernon to be City and County Manager, with 
Mr. T. C. O'Mahony and a person to be 
selected by the Apnointments Commission. 
as Assistant Managers. It further provided 
that their managerial authority would extend 
over the affairs of the City, Dun Laoghaire 
Borough, the County Council, the Urban Dis- 
trict of Howth and the three boards of 
guardians named above. 


CONTENTIOUS PROPOSALS

(ime to time in it in order to acquire 
experience in domestic management. 

Some of its courses provide for training for 
teachmg diplomas, which hitherto had been 
conducted at Kilmacud Training College; the 
training of professional cooks, school matrons, 
housekeepers in hotels, clubs, chefs and other 
occupations. 

The situation of the College is an admirable 

one, being adjacent to O'Connell street and 
to transport in all directions. The con- 
tractors, Messrs. H. and J. Martin, Ltd., 
have the work in a well-advanced stage. |

Old Irish Links With France 


Old Irish Links with France. By Richard 
Hayes. Dublin: Gill. 7/6 net. 


R. RICHARD HAYES has here given 

us another book of the same vein as 

his two previous ones.on ‘‘ Irishmen in 

the French Revolution’’ and “ Irish 
Swordsmen in. France.” 

With such a subject-matter, made of 
minute details pertaining to innumerable 
lives which flash like sparks out of the 
dark to sink soon back again into 
oblivion, the obvious lurking danger is 
always that of apparent dispersion. The 
book might easily resemble the drawer in 
which sentimental old ladies keep 
samples or remnants of their past frocks. 
But no the author has very cleverly 
avoided the pitfall by distributing his 
stories into four settings—Paris, Nantes, 
Bordeaux, Rouen. Each of these places 
he has personally explored, not only in 
their actua] topography, but as well in 
their archives, historical associations and 
traditional romance. 

Besides, as you go on reading, a 
number of these apparently unconnected 
lives intertwine with each other, as they 
would in Balzac’s ‘‘Comédie Humaine,”’ 
so much so that, finally, a twofold and 
very charming impression arises in the 
reader's mind. He is carried away in 
those four ancient cities so _ vividly 
conjured up for him, with their narrow 
lanes, their quaint every-day life and 
gossip ; but at the same time he is sitting 
at the fireside listening to a wonderful 
story-teller who recalls the endless, queer, 
now sad, now ludicrous, memories of a

A Comforting Anthology

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The Testament of Immortality. 
Anthology by N. G. Foreword by T.

HE writer of the Book of Wisdom says 
of the ‘‘souls of the righteous ” that 
their hope is ' full of immortality.” If 
this passage is—somewhat surprisingly— 
omitted from the present collection, the 
range is, nevertheless, both judicious and 
comprehensive. It supplements, although 
it does not overlap, the more exhaustive 
‘Testament of Man: an Anthology of the 
Spirit,’’ compiled by Arthur Stanley, one 


of the most experienced and _ erudite 
anthologists living. 
“N.€6G.s” collection is specifically 


devoted to the evidence of devout and 
sonsitive minds, through Scriptures and 
all literatures, to continuity of the soul 
after death. This cannot be classed under 
the heading of ‘‘commonplace book,”’’ 
which T. Eliot in his introduction 
rightly adduces to be one type of anthology. 
It has a wider range and meaning, 
although it, was so special in origin—a 
ersonal bereavement—that ‘‘ N. G.’’ never 
intended it for a wider public, and prefers 
now to remain anonymous. - 

The sense of immortality—or, at least, 
continuity—1is FS in all advanced 
mysticism, as well as in Christian dogma. 
Quotations: come from sources as divergent 
as the thought of Egypt, India and China, 
to mention the Orient; as for the West, 
we have Brother Lawrence (Nicholas 
Merman of Lorraine, 1611-1691), Dean

A Source of Comfort 
It is our belief that this book would be 


a source of comfort to many, in face of 
whose grief the merest friendly words 
would seem an intrusion.

T. S. Eliot is right—there was room for 
even this anthology, in addition to the 
many which exist. It surveys the ages, 
yet has something to say in modern terms.

HE Mourne Mountains are among the 
most beautiful ranges in the British 
Isles, with a charm that is all their own. 
For those who know this district and the 
queer talk of its folk, Mr. Rowley’s book 
of ballads will have an irresistible appeal ; 
to those who have never been there it will 
gu some idea of the fascination of the 
ace. 

With the exception of a few lyrics, the 
book consists of ballads in the old style. 
Mr. Rowley uses this medium in as facile 
a manner as the majority of our modern 
poets use free-verse. Every poem shows a 
deep love for the countryside and a true 
understanding of the minds of thu people. 


Unfamiliar Words 


The thing that strikes one most_ about 
the book is the use of words and place- 
names peculiar to this district. Words such 
as ‘‘ loaney,” ‘‘ drouthy,’’ ‘‘ thievinger ”’ 
and ‘‘ jeuked’’ are constantly recurring, 
and give a sort of rustic authenticity to 
the atmosphere of the ms. The place- 
names—Rathfriland, ilbroney, Castle- 
wellan, Derryvo and many others equally 
beautiful—are music in themselves, and

Whimsical Humour 


A great many of the ballads are 
humorous. He speaks of the saints as if 
they were lr renting speaking with 
Mourne accents and by no means too holy 
to take a swig of the bottle now and then. 
His heaven, one feels, would bear a strong 
resemblance to the Silent Valley. There 
is a delightful ballad, ‘‘ Corney Fitzpatrick 
and St. Peter,’’ in which both these gentle- 
men converse in quaint Ulster dialect as 
one fisherman to another—and somehow 
this seems more sincere than irreverent. 
There is another very amusing poem about 
the Orangemen and their drums, the last 
stanza of which is well worth quoting as 
an example of the whimsical type of 
humour that is found in so many cf his 
poems— 

So gold a chain of melody 

From fife was never blown; 

The deftest flute would be but mute 
Beside so pure a tone.. 

An’ as I listened, in my head 
The quarest fancy comes, 

The birds invented music, 

Rut they never thought of drums. 


Ethies from 
Ancient China 
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What Did They Teach? Confucius. By 
E. D. Edwards. London: Blackie. 5/- net. 


HIS is the third of this interesting 

series of authoritative interpretations 
of the teaching of the world’s great ethical 
and religious leaders. The two previous 
volumes were devoted to the great semitic 
leaders, Christ and Mohammed. Both of 
them were very definitely religious leaders, 
and set out deliberately to establish great 
new systems of belief. 

Confucius, on the other hand, was con- 
cerned with principles of conduct, and 
made no claim to be a religious leader or 
revivalist preacher. Imbued with the 
Greek doctrine of “ the golden mean,” his 
thought and personality have dominated 
Chinese life for two thousand five hundred 
years, and yet there is but little known 
either of his personal life or of the extent 
of his influence in his own life time. 


Confucius on Government 


As a political philosopher Confucius is 
in direct contrast to Paine and the 
eighteenth century materialists. The 
Chinese sage looked on government as an 
instrument of social conscience, it 1S 
merely the family writ large; Paine, on 
the other hand, thought that '' the more 

erfect civilisation is the less need it has 
for government,” and indicated his feeling 
that government was chiefly an enforcing 
and compelling organisation. To Confucius 
government implied no artificial restraint, 
it was a universally accepted standard 
example of social organisation. 

For every aspect of life and government 
down regulations; the 
principal rules are here reproduced by 
Professor Edwards in a connected narra- 
tive which embodies a great part of that 
which is definitely considered to be of 
Confucian authorship. 

The whole trend of his teaching is con- 
servative, and inculcates obedience to the 
powers that be., Much of the development 
of Chinese character, in the ages since 
they have been in contact with Western 
civilisation, may be better understood after 
a knowledge of the Confucian teachings.

A’ the meeting of the trustees of “ Ciste 
an Chraoibhín Aoibhinn” (Dr. 
Douglas Hyde Literary Fund) held this 
month it was decided to make two awards 
for original works in Irish published in 
1939. 

The first award is to Liam ORinn for 
his book, ‘‘ Mo Chara Stiofán.” The deci- 
sion to make a second award was prompted 
by the excellence of a work of fiction 
written by Séamus Mac Conmara, who, 
unhappily, did not live to see his story 
published. 

‘Liam ORinn, a native of Dublin, is 
well known as a writer of great merit, a 
contributor to the Press, an Irish teacher, 
@ former assistant on the staff of the 
Gaelic League, a member of various 
branches of that organisation and of other 
Gaelic societies. 

He was a member of the Irish Volunteers 
from the first day of enrolment. He took 
an active part in the combat of Easter 
Week, and, in company with many other 
ardent Gaels, was imprisoned in Stafford 
and in Frongech till the end of 1916. He 
was again arrested during the struggle of 
1920-21 and interned in Ballykinlar. 

Since then he has been engaged in 
teaching, in journalism and in literary 
work, and he is at present senior in the 
Translation Branch of the Oireachtas. 


Liam ORinn’s Work 


His literary works include translations 
and original compositions. Among the 
former are ‘‘ Fields, Factories and Work- 
sh. by Prince Kropotkin; “ Saoirse 
na hÉireann,” edited by Bulmer Hobson ; 
‘“Leabhar na Pólainne,” by Mickievicz, 
from a French translation; “Slí na 
Saoirse,” the first part of ‘‘ Fianna 
-Eireann Handbook’’; “ Scéal ar dTire,’’ 
published by the Irish Educational Co. ; 
“Dantá Próis,” from the Russian of 
Turgeniev ; “ The Stars in Their Courses,” 
by Sir James Jeans; ‘‘ The Rise and Fall 
of the Irish Volunteers,’’ by Colonel M. 
Moore; a portion of ‘‘ Paradise Lost,” and 
other poetical pieces. 

His original works in Irish, apart from 
miscellaneous contributions to current 
periodicals, comprise '“ Peann agus Par,’’ 
‘Cad ba Dhobair Dó,” a collection of 
short stories, and “ Mo Chara Stiofan.’’ 
In deciding on this last-named work as 
the subject of their award, the trustees 
were chiefly influenced by the originality 
of its type and conception. It is a bio- 
graphical sketch and record of the author’s 
intimate association with the late Mr. 
Stephen MacKenna, of visits paid to his 
home in England, and of the rich 
intellectual conversations on literature and 
art to which these visits gave rise. 


Second Award 
“An Coimhthigheach”’ is a story of 


Irish life in a Northern environment, 
possessing considerable originality and 
composed in pleasing language and style. 
The author was a native of Newry, in 
which town he received his earlier educa- 
tion, passing to Queen’s College; Belfast, 
where he took the degree of M.B. He 
subsequently entered St Patrick's 
College, Maynooth, for a period, ill-health 
compelling him to relinquish his studies 
in that seminary. An ardent enthusiast 
for the Irish language, he conducted 
classes in the Christian Brothers’ School, 
| Newry, and in Belfast, where for a time he 
was president of the local Gasra of the 
Fainne. He was a frequent contributor 
in prose and verse to “ An t-Ultach,”’ and 
translated ‘‘ The Last of the Irish Chiefs,”’ 
by Mrs. Pender. He had been engaged 
in collecting material for an Irish text 
book on physiology when his untimely 
death deprived Irish letters of a career of 
unusual promise. 

“Ciste an Chraoibhín,” a permanent 
tribute to the national affection and 
esteem for Dr. Douglas Hyde, President 
of Eire, was established in 1935. From 
this fund, from time to time, a valuable 
literary award is made to the author of 
the best original work in Irish of high 
merit published up to the end of the 
previous year. 

The award this year will be presented 
at the opening ceremony of the Oireachtas 
to-day.

URING the last few years a new 
weapon has been brought to bear in 
the treatment of certain common and 
serious diseases. he new weapon is known 
as chemotherapy, and its story is one of 
the most fascinating in the whole world of 
science. Quite recent developments, cul- 
minating in the discovery of the extra- 
ordinary drug M. & B. 693, are described 
by Dr. Taylor in the present volume. 
The story begins with an account of the 
germ theory of disease, put forward as the 
result of the researches of Pasteur, Lister 
and Koch, which laid the foundation of 
modern medicine. 
chemist and physician of, as it were, dis- 
infecting the body by means of chemicais 
had long proved delusive. 


A’ New Drug 


Drugs in use before 1935 were effective 
only against protozoa, and none of them 
had the power of destroying bacteria, 
invasion by which is the cause of most 
of the germ-diseases common in temperate 
climates. In 1935, however, Domagk 
announced the discovery of a new drug— 
prontosil—which had spectacular effects on 
diseases caused by a certain deadly and 
hitherto unassailable bacterium. This drug 
was the first of a new group which wrought 
marvels in the treatment of puerperal 
fever and other diseases. 

The discovery, three years later, of M. & 
B. 693 has revolutionised the treatment of 
septic conditions, and finally of that 
terrible killer, pneumonia. It is saving 
thousands of lives and its potentialities 
are not yet fully explored. In this book 
Dr. Taylor is the first to deal with this 
dramatic and important discovery in 
present-day medicine.

In this latest of his books, Denis Saurat 
sets out to find a solution to the problem 
of regeneration. He does not deal merely 
with superficial politics, but seeks 
further and examines the true funda- 
mental causes of good and evil. 

He makes a few concrete suggestions 
towards an improved Government, 
national and international, and deals in 
turn with all branches of life, with educa- 
tion, with art, with legislation, with 
religion, but suggests that the real 
problem of this time—as of all time—is

AND THE PROBLEM THAT,

OW that Moderatorship results are 
N beginning to come out and the second 
class of T.C.D. graduates since the 

war to emerge, the problem of what to do 
with our Moderators 1s becoming increasingly 
Many have solved the problem in 
their own way by adopting a military life— 
some in our own 
Army, while others 
have enlisted in the 
British forces. Not 
only the Regiment of 
Pearse, but the 
Signalling Corps and 
other regiments of 
the Irish Army, con- 
tain our graduates 
and undergraduates, 
while in the British 
Army many of our 
graduates have joined 
the ranks, and others 
hold commissions. But 
for those who are 
debarred by their own 
inclination, or by 
other causes from being soldiers, the choice 
of careers is inevitably restricted. The posi- 
tron with regard to the Imperial Civil Service 
is naturally more difficult ; not a few, alas! of 
our graduates will be kept from attempting 
our own Civil Service by reason of their want 
of Irish; a number of careers formerly 
adopted by enterprising young Moderators — 
commercial advertising, for instance—have 
suffered heavily from the war, and the result is 
that many of the new Moderators see the 
teaching profession as the only one still open 
to them. There is still, of course, a rather 
gruesome demand for graduates in experi- 
mental: science and kindred subjects, but 
most other graduates, whether they have a 
vocation for it or not, will be sceking jobs 
as teachers. In these conditions the School 
of Education may expect a record number of 


entrants. 
D.U. PLAYERS 


The Players for some years past have been 
a very energetic and productive society, but 
unfortunately their interest in acting and in 
producing has been such as to preclude any 
great interest in the literary quality of the 
plays they choose to periorm. In this they 
imitated the example of other Dublin com- 
panies, and in a mild way they repeated the 
form of success enjoyed by these companies. 
But the new President of Players, Mr. W. J. 
White, is apparently not anxious to continue 
this tradition. The choice for the first public 
production of the Players this season is not 
by A. A. Milne, nor by J. B. Priestley, nor 
yet by Arthur Pinero. It is ' The Adding 
Machine,” by Elmer Rice. This play, first 
resented by the Theatre Guild of New 
fork, and by the London Stage Society, 
was produced with great success by 
Micheal Mac Liammoir and Hilton Edwards 
in their early and struggling days at the 
Peacock Theatre. It has not since been seen 
on any Dublin stage. Other plays by this 
author—‘* Not for Children” and “* Judgment 
Day ’’—have been produced at The Gate, but 
‘The Addmg Machine ” is not like these. It 
is described as “ undoubtedly his most import- 
ant work.” Expressionist in technique, it has 
‘‘exposed the starved and bitter littleness of 
the zero type, the slave type, that from 
eternity to eternity expresses the futility and 
tragedy of the mediocre spirrt.”” The princi- 
pal part is to be taken by Cecil Fidler, who 
was prominent in Drogheda dramatic circles 
this summer, and important roles are played 
also by Hazel Hughes, Vonla McBride and 
Kenneth Watson. ‘The play will be produced 
by W. J. White. This is the Players’ most 
ambitrous venture yet. It deserves support, 
and it will get support. It can be con- 
fidently predicted that this production will 
rove by its success that, for a University 
Dramatic Society, at least it is more worth 
while, even from the point of view of recerpts, 
to produce serious plays than three acts of 
trade-finished kitsch. 
The Players and Mr. White deserve the 
warmest congratulations for cetting out to 
prove this thesis. If they are the only com- 
pany in Dublin to marmtain it they may 
achieve a higher importance to their city 
than is customary for a University Dramati: 
Society.

The above-mentioned Order provides, subject to 
certain exceptions, that every occupier of ten or 
more statute acres of arable land shall in 1941 
cultivate an area equivalent to not less than one- 
sixth of such land. 

For the purposes of the Order an occupier is 
detined as the person who is rated or is liable to 
he rated in respect of the land and his holding 1s 
defined as all the arable land in his occupation in 
the Stale. If the holding comprises more than one 
farm, the occupier may use his discretion as to 
the farm or farms on which he will cultivate the 
requisite area. In case the rated occupier of a 
holding is absent from the State, any person 
authorised by such occupier to make lettings of 
such hegiing on his behalf will, for the purposes 
of the Order, be deemed to be the occupier. 

Production of the ordinary farm and garden 
tillage crops, i.c., cereals, potatoes, roots and other 
yreen crops, fruit, vegetables, flax and _ tobacco, 
ranks as cultivation, Girass. clover or rape, 
whether mown or grazed do not, however, rank as 
cultivated crops for the purposes of the Order. 
Where any part of a holding to which the Order 
applies has been sown in the year 1940 with 
wheat, oats, barley or rye, for harvesting in the 
year 1941, such part shall be deemed to have 
been sown in the year 1941. : 

The Order does not apply to any holding com- 
prising less than ten statute acres of arable land 
or to lands required for military purposes, or 
comprised in a public park, public recreation 
ground, or an aerodrome. The Minister for Agri- 
culture may, subject -to certain conditions, declare 
a holding or a portion thereof to be excepted from 
the provisions of the Order. The classes of land 
Which may be so excepted are those used for 
industrial purposes, accommodation paddocks for 
cattle and sheep, stud farms on which high class 
thoroughbred horses are maintained, racecourse 
tracks and stand enclosures, tracks for the training 
of racehorses by licensed trainers, show grounds, 
grounds and school and college playing 


fields 

Full particulars of the conditions on which 
exception may be granted are set out in the Order 
and also on the form of application for exception, 
which may be obtained from the Department of 
Agriculture (Tillage Branch). - An occupier of ten 
or more statute acres of arable land, all or portion 
of which is used for any of the above-mentioned 
purposes, must, if he wishes to be relieved, wholly 
or partially, from the obligation i ed by the 
Order, lodge his application on the appropriate 
form with the Department not later than 2nd 
December. 1940. 

The Minister for Agriculture is empowered to 
fake possession of a holding and cultivate it or 
arrange for its cultivation in case he is satisfied 
that the occupier has not taken reasonable steps 
towards complying with the Order.

Roosevelt or Willkie? 


It is remarkable how events which in 
the normal course possess little or no 
importance in our European eyes assume 
massive proportions when the circum- 


-stances are cxtraordinary. The Presidency 


of the United States is a case in point. 
Nobody on this side of the Atlantic cares, 
personally, very much whether’ President 
Roosevelt or Mr. Wendell Willkie, the 
Republican candidate, is victor in next 
month’s presidential election in the United 
States, because what the United States 
thinks about its internal affairs—in the 
normal course—has no direct bearing upon 
our daily Jives. Nevertheless, the Presi- 
dency of the United States may be of vital 
importance to the present and future not 
only of Ireland, but of the whole of Europe. 
The facts of the contest are, roughly, as 
follows: In regard to internal issues the 
twq candidates are sharply at variance: 
they differ in almost every possible respect. 
President Roosevelt intends to persevere 
with his ‘‘new deal,’’ the policy which, 
initiated seven years ago, struck at all the 
favourite doctrines of American “big 
business,” and introduced to America, for 
the first time, the social services which 
have been familiar to Europe for the 
better part of two generations. It is 
hardly surprising that President Roosevelt 
has endeared himself to all the “ under- 
dogs” of his country—and, let us add, 
that he has earned the undying hatred of 
those business men who bitterly resent the 
slightest interference by the Government 
in their handling of what they deem to be 
their own concerns. Mr. Willkie, on the 
other hand, is a violent opponent of the 
‘new dea].’? Whether he would dare to 
rescind the President's legislation is 
one matter; but he certainly would 
not make any advance upon it, and ail 
the odds are that, being an acknow- 
ledged representative of the “Wall 
street gang,” he would throw his 
weight, at least, in the balance on behalf 
of the employer and against the employé. 
There the difference between the two 
candidates begins and ends. In regard to 
foreign politics, they are, to all intents 
and purposes, at one. President Roosevelt 
has introduced a national register, and 
has taken preliminary steps towards a 
system of conscription in the United 
States: Mr. Willkie has endorsed his con- 
duct. President Roosevelt has declared 
that his intention is to assist Great 
Britain by all the means in American 
power, “short of war”; Mr. Willkie has 
announced that, if elected, he will do 
precisely the same thing. President 
Roosevelt has bartered a number of 
American warships against the lease of 


British bases in the western hemisphere: 
Mr. Willkie has patted the President on 


the back. It is alleged against President 


Roosevelt that he hopes to drag the United 
States into the war on behalf of Great 
Britain, and, in favour of the Republican 


candidate, that he will fight with might 


and main against any such mishap; but 
the European reader will find nothing .n 
the speeches of either candidate to justify 
so sharp a distinction between their 
motives. | Much depends on the strength 
of their campaigns; for campaigning 
methods matter considerably in America— 
but, in theory, there is little to choose 
between the Democratic and the Repub- 
lican attitude to the European war, or to 
Japan. Internal politics well may be the 
decisive factor. In our view, President 
Roosevelt will be. elected—although, per- 
haps, by a reduced majority—for a third 
term. 


Changing the Clock 


Mr. Herbert Morrison, British Home 
Secretary, announced on Tuesday last that 
“Summer Time’’ will continue to be 
observed in Great Britain throughout the 
winter. It has been in operation already, 
of course, since the 25th February of this 
year (instead of from the normal date cf 
April 21st), and an official statement 
announced early in September that ‘‘ new 
time,” as it is still called in many of the 
country places, would be extended this 
year beyond the usual date of expiry— 
“the day following the first Saturday in 
October ’’—until November 16th. Now it is 
to be applied for the whole winter, and 
unless our guess is very far astray there 
will be no return to “old time” until 
after the war. The changing of the 
hands of the clock seems in itself a very 
insignificant thing, but in times like the 
present it means for the island of Great 
Britain a vast saving of electricity, gas, 
coal and other fuel, and a lengthening of 
the evenings for millions of people who 
dread the approach of black-out. Further- 
more, in existing conditions, when the 
nights so often are one long air raid, an 
extra hour of darkness in the mornings is 
an indescribable blessing to people, who, 
if they are to continue at all, must snatch 
some sleep before daylight and the day’s 
work arrive. Raiding aircraft, as it so 
happens, seem to prefer to arrive early, 
get their work done, and depart as soon as 
possible. The latter part of the night is 
usually quict. We in Ireland, we may 
thank God, have none of these considera- 
tions to disturb us. Whether Summer 
Time or Winter Time is in operation here 


indeed, we have been hearing for the last 
twenty years that this ‘‘changing about 
of the clocks’’ is bringing annual ruin to 
the farmers. The question now is: Will 
Ireland return, as is arranged at present, 
to Winter Time on November 17th, or 
will it follow the example of its neighbour 
and leave the clocks as they are? 
Possibly, to avoid the endless confusion 
that would occur otherwise, our Govern- 
ment will decide to retain Summer Time 
even though winter is now well under way. 
| A statement issued last September, some 
weeks after the British decision to extend 
the daylight saving arrangement for a 
further six weeks, announced that, for 
the sake of convenience, this country 
would follow the same course as Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, “ provided 
that such extension should terminate not 
later than the last Sunday in November.”’ 
This provision would imply that, what- 
ever may happen elsewhere, Winter Time 
will be restored here on 17th November. 
The complications that would arise in 
such a position, however, in which not 
just this State and her neighbour across 
the narrow sea, but also the Northern and 
Southern States of this island itself, were 
observing different clock times, would 
cause far more trouble than could be 
justified. The printing of time-tables for 
the Great Northern Railway alone would 
be quite an intricate matter. Then there 
is all the shipping fraffic to be considered, 
and the nuisance to thousands of 
individuals who, crossing the border, per- 
haps, twice a day, would have to change 
their watches on every occasion—going or 
coming. These complications are among 
the most and least serious of dozens that 
could be raised. We do not believe that 
the twenty-six counties can do other than 
“fall in” with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland in this matter of a 
standardised clock. For Great Britain to 
retain the daylight saving time is, in war 
conditions, almost a necessity. If this 
country is to avoid endless inconvenience 
it hardly can do otherwise than follow 
the same course.

** Brighten the Break” 


The continual air raids on London have 
made play-going a somewhat difficult 
matter in that city. As a result, fewer 
plays are being performed, and most of 
the performances are matinées. In this 
way the public is able to avoid the diffi- 
culties of travel during the black-out and 
the danger of being caught in an air raid. 
The only people who benefit from these 
matinées, however, are those who are 
fortunate enough to be free in the after- 
noons. The great majority of workers, on 
whom the success of the war virtually 
depends, have no such free time. Most of 
these people live in the suburbs, and when 
they arrive home in the evening they are 
tired and do not feel inclined, naturally, 
to set out again to visit a theatre. In 
many cases entire nights are spent in the 
air raid shelters, and, since slcep is often 
impossible, (here is little doubt that they 
brood over the war. It is essential that 
the moral of these people should be pre- 
served: they must be kept somehow from 
thinking about war. The theatre is one 
answer to this problem ; by providing light 
entertainment it can take their minds off 
their troubles, even if only for the space 
of an hour or two. Since these people are 
not free to go to matinées and do not care 
to leave their homes in the evenings, the 
only time left is the lunch-hour. The 
Birmingham Repertory Theatre—one of 
the foremost repertory companies in 
England—has realised that this mid-day 
arrangement is the only possible solution 


to the question, and accordingly has 
instituted a new departure in play-going—

is of small concern to anybody—though, 


the lunch-time revue. The theatre provides 
a “‘snack’’ and coffee, which people can 
take to their seats before the show begins. 
In this way the lunch-hour theatre fulfils 
a twofold function; it provides food and 
entertainment. Tickets for the revue cost 
only one shilling, we are told, so that the 
price hardly can be regarded by anybody 
as an obstacle. The world of music goes 
one better. A series of lunch-time recitals 
already has been instituted in London for 
much the same purpose. There is no 
charge for admission in this case, and the 
recitals consist frequently of performances 
by such eminent celebrities as Myra Hess, 
Moiseiwitsch and Arthur Catterall. It is 
possible, too, we learn, to watch ballet 
performances while eating luncheon in one 
of the London restaurants. There is little 
doubt that this scheme will be welcomed 
by the theatre world as a means to retain 
their audiences in spite of black-out and 
air raids. It is unlikely that the public 
will be slow to avail itself of the oppor- 
tunities thus afforded. 


Old Songs and New 


It is not necessary to be very old to 
have known a book of ‘‘ The Hundred Best 
Songs,” which was to be found in most 
houses with a piano twenty-five to fifty 
years ago. ‘To remember the hundred, how- 
ever, is not exactly simple. There was 
“Sally in Our Alley,” for one. ‘‘ Clemen- 
tine,” naturally, was included, as well 
as ' The Village Blacksmith,’’ ‘‘ Tom 
Bowling,’’ ‘‘ The Last Rose of Summer,” 
” Asleep in the Deep” and “ Larboard 
Watch.” Different people will have 
different, recollections, but the total re- 
collected will not be large. In the last 
nine or ten years song-reviving has been 
notably popular. It started, we believe, 
with one of the best of the music-hall 
revues. Against appropriate drop-screens 
members of the company sang ‘“‘ Ta-ra-ra- 
boom-de-ay,’’ ‘‘A bicycle made for two” 
and ‘‘ Boiled beef and carrots.’’ The old 
song-writers certainly had a nice touch, 
especially in the selection of their titles. 
Comparatively—wo stress the word— 
modern numbers like “ Trees’’ lack the 
intimate gastronomic suggestiveness of 
‘“ Boiled beef and carrots’’ or “ Saw me 
a little bit off the top”: the songs that 
the cinema more than any other medium 
has given us about Viennese cafés and 
gardens fail to convey their message with 
the stark simplicity of ‘‘ Beer, beer, 
glorious beer,” or that aid to spelling, 
“ D-r-i-n-k-i-n-g.’’ In songs, as in every- 
thing else, age is relative. Now that songs 
of the last war are being made popular 
with a new generation, those of us who 
sang those songs when they were new 
scarcely realise that they have been out of 
date for twenty-two years. ‘‘Oh, Johnny, 
oh, Johnny, oh!’’ has become an even 
greater favourite than it was when Miss 
Hilda Glyder first sang it; but, whereas it 
seemed rather daring then, to-day it is 
just another song. There is no sentimental 
attachment by any of the old, the middle- 
aged or the young to “Oh, Johnny,” or 
“I do like to be beside the seaside,’’ or 
“Put me amongst the girls.” They are 
not old enough. There may he better songs, 
if it is possible to assign degrees of worth 
to any of them, than “ Maggie Murphy’s 
Home,’’ but ‘‘ Maggie” had the merit of 
belonging originally to the last century. 
If, however, entertainment must be sought 
in the music sheets of the past, why is not 
more attention given to the elegant pieces 
of the major, and delightful, musical 
comedies of the twenty years before the 
Great War, which have—in the Elizabethan 
sense—great virtue?

SIMPLE LESSONS IN IRISH—I. 


The first thing to consider in any language 
is the alphabet. In Irish, the H 1s an 
auxiliary, obtrusive and inelegant letter, 
while J, K, 0. W. N, Y and Z are missing 
completely. ‘The smart reader will imme- 
diatelv -observe that there is a philological 
as well as a philosophic basis for District 
Justice Goff's prejudice against jazz because 
the word is three-quarters foreign. The sounds 
represented by the missing letters (as well 
a; dozens ot others) are oltained by 
aspirating some of the consonants. Thus 
“b.” aspirated becomes “v” er “w.” But 
there are other sounds (like the aspirated 
“dd” which do not exist in English at all. 
This means (among thousands of other 
things) that the spread of Irish in England 
will be slow and difficult, though they would 
save a lot of paper on the other side during 
the present stringency by using a language 
with a smaller alphabet. Think of the saving 
in Hér Belise, for example. ‘That, how- 
ever, is an irrelevant political speculation 
which should never have been introduced into 
a language lesson. ‘‘ Bad’’ in Irish means 
“a boat,’ and “a thigh’ means “hi 
house.” AJl the vowels, like the Irishry 
they serve, can be fugitive wher not accented. 
Students of Greek and Sanskrit will readily 
recognise. etc., etc., etc. |

The Duke of Kent yesterday returned 
to England after completing a four-day 
tour of Northern Ireland. He was the 
guest of the Governor-General, and in- 
spected aerodromes and military and 
industrial establishments. He was given 
a remarkable reception by crowds in the 
various towns he visited. 

It was announced from Berlin and Italy 
yesterday that an Italian air force had 
taken part in raids upon Britain. Strong 
German formations yesterday crossed the 
English coast and were met by British 
fighters. A number of them got through 
to London and dropped bombs, which 
damaged buildings and caused deaths. 
Twelve of the raiding ’planes were stated 
to have been destroyed, as against a loss 
of eight British fighters, the pilots of four 
of them being safe. 

The Viceroy of India (Lord Linlithgow) 
prosided yesterday at a conference at New 
Delhi of delegates representing British 
Empire groups east and south of Suez, 
called to cunsider means of co-ordinating 
the Empire’s war effort. 

It was suggested on the Continent last 
night that the Axis leaders were engaged 
in organising Europe in a new big drive 
against Britain. Nothing has yet been 
allowed to transpire regarding the Hitler- 
Pétain talks, but it is stated that a meet-

Comprehensive pians 
have been made by the Govertynent ta 
protect the public from exploitation and 
to ensure that the tax is not charged upon 
oods that have not paid their tol! to tha 
ixchequer. For certain varicties of goods 
it may be months before the tax ischarged 
owing to the large stocks now in existence. 
but for other goods the tax will be payable 
in a short time. 


Bombing of London 


A relatively quiet night in London was 
followed by a day of much aerial acti ity, 
which commenced as the day dawned. 
Waves of German machines attempted a 
big attack on London, and some were aile 
to pierce the defences, bombs being dropped 
in various districts. At one place tram- 
cars and omnibuses were damaged and 
there were casualties. There were sons 
remarkable escapes, many people who wire 
quite near falling bombs having bey 
uninjured. The damage appears to has 
been done by aive bombers, the weather 
conditions being suitable for the employ: 
ment of machines of this type, which w. 
able to take aavantage of the ight cloud 
to make their attack and take cover ir ' 
clouds before they could be attacked. 
Germany has found it too expensive to 
send ordinary bombers here in the day- 
light, as their moderate speed has been a 
handicap, which has operated against them 
when attacked, with the result that many 
have been lost; but small dive bombers, 
which drop their explosives and take refuge 
in the nearest cloud, are more difficult to 
deal with. 


Bomb ' Spotters - 


Before the war the term ‘“‘spotter”’ in 
the occupational sense was usually applied 
to one who removed the spots fromclothiny 
after it had been through the genera 
process of dry cleaning, but it has a far 
wider interpretation now. Roof spotters 
have been at work for some weeks, an¢l 
have performed useful duties by enabling 
factories and workshops to carry on during 
air raids until the presence of enemy air- 
craft in the vicinity rendered precautions 
necessary. This week bomb spotters have 
been employed to search tor bombs which 
have been heard to fall without exploding 
and to-day traffic spotters were appointed 
by the London Transport Board. These 
men were stationed at more than a hundrei 
busy points te edvise drivers whether the 
ahoula carry or during the warning period 
or whether they should stop -till enem, 
aircraft have left the district.- Thissystem

spotters are men in whese judgment thev 
have the utmost confidence. In future the 
‘buses will continue on their journeys 
unless advised to stop by the spotters. 


Clearing Up the Débris

Where possible men now 
engaged upon less urgent work will le 
transferred to duties connected with the 
restoration of water and gas supplies. The 
Royal Engineers and the military Pioneer 
Corps may be called upon for assistance.

Newspapers and “'authorised spokesmen ”’ 
took up the Axis attack on the diplomatic 
front to-day, as Berlin hinted that more 
concrete information on the Hitler-Pétain 
talk would possibly be available on Monday, 
says Associated Press in a message last 
night. Then perhaps would be disclosed the 
““new European order’’ from which the 
‘nightmare of foreign interference will be 
dispelled,” German spokesmen said. 

The Italian Press was content to forecast 
further comings and goings between Axis 
leaders and those of other countries. 
Popolo di Roma said that Hitler’s talks with 
Laval, Franco and Pétain were ' part of a 
series of international meetings which have 
not yet been completed.’’ 

Referring to ‘‘exterior influences’’ that 
“have been trying to stick their noses into 
affairs that don’t concern them,’’ a Berlin 
spokesman said: ‘‘In the Europe of the 
futu.e the question of who was the friend 
or the enemy of yesterday will be a matter 
of no importance. The sole determining fac- 
tor will be the whole-heartedness with which 
every State in that new order co-operates.’’ 

Asked to define ‘‘influences with long 
noses,’’ the spoxesman said: ‘‘ England for 
the present.”’ 


FR/ NCE’S DIFFICULTY 


Marshal Goering’s National Zettung of 
Essen to-day said that the Vichy Govern- 
ment was seeking a way in which France 
would not have to stand isolated.

EAST OF SUEZ 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says :—Lord Linlithgow opened the Delhi 
Conference yesterday with a speech, in which 
he emphasised the unprecedented character 
of this meeting of representatives from all the 
British Governments East and West of Suez. 
Delegates from countries with vast resources 
and an aggregate population of 500,000,000 
are gathered together in the capital of India 
to discuss how they can use their resources to 
further the common purpose. They share 
this purpose—the defence of the freedom of 
nations and individuals against dictators eager 
to bring the whole world under their domina- 
tion—not only with one another and with 
all the countries of the British Common- 
wealth, but with the freedom-loving nations 
in every part of the world. Delegates from 
the Netherlands East Indies are attending 
the conference as observers keenly interested 
in any decisions which may be taken, and 
anxious, as they have already shown, to play 
their part in contributing to the common 
effort. 

Lord Linlithgow defined it as the. object 
of the conference to investigate the 
assumption by the British countries in East 
and South of new responsibilities in order to 
relieve the Mother Country of such burdens 
as they can bear themselves at a time when 
her immediate preoccupations are heavy and 
she is herself bearing the brunt of the enemy’s 
attack. The preparations for this conference 
were begun soon after the entry of Italy into 
the war, and the defection of France had 
created a new and more dangerous situation 
in the Mediterranean, Its primary aim is to 


enable the British countries East and 
South of Suez to _ collaborate more 
fully with one another for supplying 
the needs of the forces and garrisons 


in the Eastern half of the British Empire, 
especially of those in Egypt and Palestine, 
which are defending a vital link—the Suez 
Canal. Since the invitation issued by the 
Government of India, and accepted by the 
Government to whom it was addressed, the 
Italian threat to Egypt and the Suez Canal 
has taken concrete bus The seizure of 
Rumania, together with Axis pressure on 
Greece and other Balkan countries, and 
Hitler’s efforts to secure French and Spanish 
aid for a general attack upon the British 
position in the Mediterranean, have made it 
more plain than ever that this area will soon 
become a vitally important zone. It is 
essential that the British forces engaged 
should be able to count upon ample reinforce- 
ments and supplies from the East to 
supplement those from the West, which will 
ave to pass.through the area of actual 
combat, and thus need the protection of naval 
forces which would be betéer employed in 
hunting the enemy. The conference is meet- 
ing at the moment when Hitler is deploying 
the full strength of his diplomacy to rope in 
new satellites in an obvious preparation for a 
more intensified and more widespread attack, 
a fact which must impress upon all the dele- 
gates the need for speedy decisions and for 
swift action. They have already got to work.

‘4 HE Duke of Kent concluded to- 

day an extensive tour of 
Northern Ireland, during which he 
travelled many hundreds of mies, 
and inspected troop training centres, 
naval bases and Royal Air Force 
centres, as well as industrial estab- 


lishments and A.R.P. organisations. 

During his visit he was the guest of the 
Governor, the Duke of Abercorn, and the 
Duchess of Abercorn at Government House, 
Hillsborough. He also had lunch with the 
Prime Minister, Viscount Craigavon, and 
Viscountess Craigavon at Glencraig, and 
later had tea with the Lord Mayor of Belfast, 
Sir Crawford McCullagh, Bart., and members 
of the Belfast Corporation. 

The visit lasted four days. The Duke 
arrived in the King’s aeroplane at a Northern 
aerodrome, the machine being piloted by the 
Captain of the King’s Flight, escorted by 
threo ’planes. 

The Duke was welcomed on arrival by 
the Northern Ireland Minister of Public 
Security, the Right Hon. J. C. MacDermott, 
K.C., in the absence of the Prime Minister, 
Viscount Craigavon, who was prevented from 
attending at the acrodrome owing to a severe 
chill. , 

The Governor was represented at the air- 
port by his Private Secretary, Commander 
Oscar Henderson, and others present were 
the Lord Mayor of Belfast, Rear-Admiral 
I. M. King, Lieutenant-Gencral Sir Henry 
Pownall, G.O.C. the Troops in Northern 
Ireland; Air-Commodore C. R. Carr, and 
Jientenant-Colonel Sir Charles Wickham, 
Inspector-General of the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary. 


AERODROMES VISITED 


After having those present presented to 
him, the Duke, who wore Koyal Air Force 
uniform, inspected the aerodrome, and ex- 
pressed appreciation of all that was being 
done for the comfort of the personnel. The 
Duke of Kent was then flown to another 
Royal Air Ilorce centre, where he was 
received by Group Captain C. E. 8. Richard- 
son, M.B.E. Also at this aerodrome was the 
Marquis of J.ondonderry, an honorary Air 
Force Commodore.

‘There is something significant, even 
dramatic,’ said the Viceroy, “in the 


thought of Great Britain bravely bearing the 
brunt of the enemy’s attacks, while her kins- 
men and associated people in the East are 
marshalling their forces for ultimate victory, 
which will bring an end to aggression and 
to that depravity of the soul which accom- 
panies totalitarianism.” 

More than 100 delegates from widely 
separated parts of the Empire are taking part 
in the discussions. oe 

The pageantry, which is a traditional feature 
of public ceremonies in India’s capital was 
absent. The simplicity and brevity of the 
opening ceremony seemed to be indicative of 
the desire of all the representatives to get 
down to the tasks ahead of them in the 
shortest possible time. Many of the dele- 
gates were in khaki. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S MESSAGE 


A message from Mr. Churchill said :— 

“The assembly of the representatives of 
all our Governments in the Eastern hemi- 
sphere to plan a more effective integration 
of their resources is a remarkable event. 

‘‘In defence of our common freedom you 
are indeed building tp a new world of armed 
strength to redress the. balance of the old. 

‘We, here, will find fresh encouragement 
in your labours, and look to the day when 
the forces created by our efforts, both in the 
East and West, advance together for the 
final overthrow of the powers of evil.’’ 

It is not yet certain how long the con- 
ference will las, although provisional 
arrangements have been made for its con- 
tinuance until the end of November, if neces- 
sary. 


* SERIOUS WORK AHEAD” 


Lord Linlithgow in the course of his 
speech said : 

‘*There is serious work ahead of us all. 
The brunt of the war, so far, has fallen on 
the United Kingdom and our hearts go out 
in sympathy and admiration for the stead- 
fast courage of its people and those who have 
been called upon tu detend its shores. ‘ 

‘Those Empires of the past which have 
fallen have generally fallen from some 
inherent defect from within. That is unlikely 
to be the fate of the comity of peoples re- 
presented by the British Commonwealth. 

“The British elements within that comity 
have a common heritage to defend, and the 
sister peoples associated with them also 
derive their aspirations from the traditions 
we seek to uphold. 

“Together we represent, in varying 
degrees, that political philospohy which per- 
meates the whole, but the common denomina- 
tor of all is faith in freedom and belief in 
those things of the spirit which make people 
truly great.” i 

Lord Linlithgow also said: “ The spread 
of the war in the direction of the Middle 
East cannot disrupt the political integrity of 
the Commonwealth because that integrity is 
rooted in freedom and justice, which arethe 
component elements of that political philo- 
sophy which imbues all sections of the 
Commonwealth. . 

“A threat to any part of the Common- 
wealth is a threat to the whole, and an 
immediate danger is being faced at present 
in the mother country. 


FIRST PLAIN DUTY 


“In this situation our first duty is to

RIVAL

Kent, coast shelled a small German 

convoy in-the Straits of Dover late 
yesterday afternoon. The convoy, consisting 
of three light craft, escorted by two sea- 
planes, was hugging the French coast as it 
steamed eastwards ‘from the direction of 
Boulogne towards Calais. 

The ships showed clearly through field 
glasses against the white cliffs of France, 
because following the :ifting of the mist 
which had shrouded the Straits for the past 
fortnight visibility was remarkably good. 
When the British guns opened fire great 
columns of water shot up near the ships as 
shells burst in the sea. 

The seaplanes. which had been leisurely 
patrolling up «nd down above the convoy, 
swung into action and, skimming low over 
the water, laid a thick smoke screen, which 
hung like a pall on the sea for a distance of 
about five miles. 

The British artillery then fired at the sea- 
planes, and shells burst in mid-air near the 
two machines. 

The shelling continued spasmodically for 
half an hour, but the smoke screen prevented 
watchers on the British side of the Channel 
from seeing whether any of the ships had 
been hit. 

Earlier a single shell had been fired by one 
of the German long-range guns mounted near 
Cap Gris Nez at a British motor torpedo 
‘boat in the Straits of Dover. 


BRITISH CONVOY FIRED ON 


The British heavy guns went into action 
again at dusk Jast night, when they opened 
up a brief, but heavy, bombardment across 
the Straits. 

The bombardment was in answer to the 
shelling oy the Germans of a British convoy, 
escorted by destroyers, which was approach- 
ing the Straits of Dover from the east. The 
Calais battery of long-range guns was in 
action, and fired several salvoes. 

Later the German guns opened fire again 
when the convoy had reached the Straits of 
Dover under cover of darkness during one 
of the biggest R.A.F, raids yet launched on 
German-occupied France. 

While the British warplanes were bombing 
Calais the German artillery at Cap Gris Nez 
opened up their renewed attack on the 
convoy with four salvoes, which shook the 
Channel coast. 

For nearly an hour the Royal Air Force 
swept like a tornado along the French coast- 
line from Calais -to Boulogne, covering the 
passage of the British convoy through the 
Straits. 

At about the same time that the dusk 
gun duel was being fought across the Channel 
a number of German ’planes launched an 
attack on the British convoy and its barrage 
balloons. Each of the ships of the convoy 
and its escorts opened up with heavy A.-A. 
fire, pom-poms, Lewis guns and everything 
they had got. 

The German ’planes dropped about thirty 
bombs all round the ships. Although some 
may have been hit by splinters and swamped 
with volumes of water as the bombs burst 
in the sea, no vessel received a direct hit. 
The flash of bursting bombs and shells and 
the tracer bullets lit up the evening sky. 

At times many miles of French Coast 
appeared to be engulfed in great gusts of 
orange flame as the R.A.F.’s attack went on. 

When the British bombers had temporarily 
turned their attention to Boulogne, the Cap 
Gris Nez battery of German big guns defiantly 
roared into action again, resuming its 
interrupted attack on the convoy. 

Towns along the Kent coast were rocked 
by the concussion of the explosions as a long 
succession of six gun salvoes burst in the 
sea, 

Shells still rocketed in both directions 
across the Straits of Dover late last night 
as British long-range guns engaged the 
German artillery shelling the convoy. Gun 
flashes lit up the skylines on ‘opposite sides 
of the sea, and heavy explosions rumbled 
hike a thunderstorm, The rival gunners 
hammered away at each other with alternate 
salvoes, and the shooting match was con- 
tinued until shortly after 10 o'clock.

NETS TO CATCH

German engineers are trying to devise more 
efficient protection for their military targets. 
Nets to catch bombs are their latest effort. 
Made of woven sceel cables, with strands 10 
inches apart, the nets are stretched across 
the tops of important factories and other 
buildings. Their purpose is to. catch the 
bombs and explode them before they can do 
much damage. 

Results of tests were excellent, say the 
Germans. 

Bombs weighing 55lb. bounced off the net 
without exploding and fell to the ground. 
Bombs twice that weight broke the cables, 
but did not damage the building, while 220lb. 
bombs inflicted only minor damage to the 
upper floor, it was claimed. 

The great Siemens electrical works, it is 
said, have adopted this system, which is 
cheap and simple to erect.

British report claiming that twelve 
of the raiding aircraft had been 
destroyed. The British losses were 
put at eight fighters, the pilots of four 
of them being safe. 

A British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué issued last even- 
ing said :— . 

‘" Formations of enemy aircraft, mostly 
fighters, ranging in size from 20 to 100 air- 
craft, crossed our south-east coast at intervals 
to-day, and flew at a great height in the 
direction of London. 

“ Our fighters and anti-aircraft defences 
have been constantly in action, and reports at 
present received show that twelve enemy air- 
craft have been destroyed. 

‘“‘ Eight of our fighters have been lost, but 
the pilots of four of these are safe. 

“ Although most of the formations were 
split up and dispersed, a few succeeded in 
reaching the London area, and bombs have 
been dropped at a number of widely separated 
points in this area and in South-East England. 

“Some houses were hit. and a sma!l 
number of people were killed and others 
injured.” 


GERMAN REPORT

achieved great success in attacks against 
harbour equipment in the East of the British 
Isles.’’ 

A dispatch from a War Correspondent, 
dated ' An Italian Air Base on the English 
Channel,” did not specify when the Italians 


began to raid London, but it indicated that 


it was within the last few days. ‘lhe 
squadrons, it added, returned from the 
intial attack '' bearing the marks of combat, 
but with the joyous certainty of first 
victory.” ‘lhe Correspondent said that the 
bombers hammered at their targets’ for 
“several hours.” ‘Thousands of truckloads of 
equipment and supplies were said to have 
been transported by railway and air to the 


Italian base facing England, and it was 
asserted that a complete Italian unit was 
established, commanded by General Kino 
Corso Fougier, who was one of Italy's

LONDON’'S DAYLIGHT

SEVERAL PERSONS EILLED

Three persons were kilied when a German 
fighter-bom:ber scored a direct hit on a 
‘tram ’’ in a London street during a day- 
light raid to-day. The tram was the middle 
one of five drawn up near trathe lights, and 
the dead included a driver, a conductor, and 
a woman passenger. Without hesitation a 
number of women ripped up their clothes to 
provide temporary bandages for the injure. 
at, least four of whom were taken to hospital. 
Many others were cut by fiving glass. 

The two trams to the front and rear of 
the wrecked vehicle were also badly damaged. 
Windows of ‘buses in the same road were 
also shattered by blast, and passers-by were 
injured. Three bombs were dropped in the 
neighbourhood. One, falling further along 
the same road, wrecked a building, com- 
prising Hats over a shop. One body has heen 
recovered from the débris. ‘This raid 
occurred. during the second of three “alerts ”’ 
during the day. 


DIVE-BOMBING AT DAWN 


The first ‘‘alert’?’ was that of a dive- 
bombing attack at dawn. Bombs were 
scattered in various districts, and a number 
of houses was demolished or badly damaged. 
There were some casualties, a few of which 
were fatal. 

Four men are believed to have been killed 
when high-explosive bombs were dropped in 
one London area during the afternoon. 


RAIDS BY NIGHT 


German ‘planes, making their customary 
raid on London to-night, flew so high that 
their engines were inaudible. Their location, 
as predicted by ground instruments, however, 
was indicated by shell-bursts from anti-air- 
craft guns, which opened fire shortly after 
the “ alert.” í 

As on Thursday night, the gunfire and 
shell-bursts indicated that more raiders than 
of late were taking part in the attack. High- 
explosive and incendiary bombs were dropped 
in various parts of London, and fire brigades 
and rescue squads were called out. 

Several incendiaries fell in a well-known 
square. 
“ Few of the raiders lingered to find 

targets.’” One had the impression that 
most of them met with gunfire from unex- 
pected quarters, and were content to get rid 
of their bombs as soon as possible. 


MOTHER AND DAUGHTER

Dr. Mushatt Endorsed

D UBLIN medical men who discussed with an “ Irish Times ’’ reporter 

yesterday the results of the investigation by Dr. Cecil Mushatt, 
B.Ch., B.Sc., into tuberculosis ir. children in this country, spoke unani- 
mously of the need for legislation to deal with the problem. 


Dr. Mushatt’s paper is published in the current issue of the “ Irish 


Journal of Medical Science.”’ 


Working under a full-time grant from the 


Medical Research Council of Ireland at the School of Pathology, Trinity 
College, Dublin, he investigated fifty cases of tuberculosis of cervical 
glands, bones and joints and meninges in children, and traced more than 
one-third of the total cases to bovine infection. 


NECESSITY FOR TESTED HERDS 


Dr. Robert F. Collis, an authority on chil- ! 


dren’s diseases, declared that the reason 
given for the lack of complete legislation was 
that the majority of the members of the 
Dail represented the small farmer community 
who might lose by ‘‘ such obviously advan- 
tageous health legislation.’’ He urged parents 
to boil milk before giving it to their chil- 
dren. 

Dr. Gerald C. Dockeray, F.R.C.P.I., Phy- 

sician to Dr. Steevens’ Hospital, who made 
a plea for much wider use of tuberculin- 
tested herds, said that no interest should be 
allowed to stand in the way of improving 
the legislation governing the distribution of

J. Maughan, M.O.H., Waterford, supported 
the suggestion that milk should be pas- 
teurised. 

It was pointed out to the Jrish Times re- 
porter that the only legislation at present 
governing the distribution of milk were the 
Bovine Tuberculosis Order, which empowered 
local authorities to slaughter animals infected 
with the disease, and the Milx and Dairies 
‘Act, which provides for regulations for the 
equipment of dairies and designates the diffe- 
rent grades of milk. ‘There is no law insist- 
ing on the general use of tuberculin-tested 
herds, and at the moment the producer of 
highest grade milk has to compete with the 
vendors of other grades. In 1926 a Milk 
Committee, which was set up to go into the 
matter, recommended the adoption of a 
sche ie which would encourage the growth of 
tuberculosis-free areas for cattle, but this has 
net beer. implemented. The idea behind the 
free tuberculosis area is that cattle should be 
procured from districts in the West of Ireland 
and Kerry, where there is virtually no tuber- 
culosis in the cattle. The cows from these 
areas could be kept in areas around Dvblin 
and Wicklow, which supplies the metropolis 
with milk, and in time the movement would 
develop until the milk produced would be 
free from tubercle bacilli. In England this 
movement is proving very successful, and 
there has been a large increase in the number 
of T.T. herds in that country. The 1926 
Committee recommended some aid to the 
farmer to compensate him for the loss of 
infected cattle that had to be slaughtered, 
but nothing has been done in that way, and 
there is therefore no inducement for milk 
producers to keep tubercle-free herds, 


VIRULENT BACILLI 


Dr. Collis said that the important facts 
that were brought out in Dr. Mushatt’s paper 
were: (1) That between three and six per 
cent. of the milk sold -in Eire contained 
virulent tubercle bacilli, which may cause 
tuberculosis, meningitis or cippling bone and 
joint diseases. It had been calculated that 
a thousand million tubercle bacilli can lie 
sa by side on a threepenny bit, and between 
a hundred and five hundred of these bacilli 
were capable of causing tuberculosis in cer- 
tain circumstances; (2) that there were three 
thousand odd cases of known pulmonary 
tuberculosis under treatment by approved 
tuberculosis schemes. Of these three thou- 
sand cases it could be calculated that at 
Jeast one-third are caused by bovine bacilli, 
thus—assuming that each of these cases 
cost £1 a week for treatment and main- 
tenance—costing the country at least £50,000 
a year. 

The report also brought out the fact that 
it is possible to abolish bovine tuberculosis 
completely from the human population by a 
very simple regulation—z.e., that the sale of 
tubereular milk is prohibited—in which case 
all milk must come either from tuberculin- 
tested herds—or pasteurised. This would 
entail the setting up of pasteurisation plants, 
both big and small, in all towns in Eire, but 
the expense very soon would be counter- 
balanced by the saving of money to the State 
and the eradication of much suffering to 
society. 


VALUE OF BOILED MILK 


“The important fact to be impressed upon 
the public,” said Dr. Collis, “is that the 
boiling of milk makes it safe, and that no 
mother should give milk to her child unless 
it has been boiled or come’ from a tuberculin 
tested herd. ‘The suggestion that boiling in- 
terferes with the value of the milk is greatly 
exaggerated, and should not be allowed to 
weigh in the matter, as the vitamins that are 
destroyed can be added to the diet of the 
child by the administration of cod liver oil 
and fresh fruit juice.’’ 

Speaking with regard to the need for 
legislation, Dr. Collis said that for nearly 
twenty years the Clean Milk Society and the 
medical profession had been emphasising the 
points that had been brought out so well in 
Dr. Mushatt’s paper, but it had been found 
impossibis to interest the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health suffi- 
ciently to make it possible for complete 
legislation to be brought into operation. The 
reason given was that the majority of the 
members of the Dail represented the small 
farmer community, who might lose by such 
obviously advantageous health legislation. As 
far as public opinion ‘is concerned, however, 
a little health propaganda would undoubtedly 
solve the problem. Therefore, the question 
must be put to the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health as to whether 
they are sufficiently interested in the health 
of the children of the country to take the 
necessary trouble (1) to educate the public on 
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this essential matter, and (2) to institute the 
necessary health measures—general and local.

RESTORATION OF 
RESEARCH GRANT 


When Professor Henry Moore was ap- 
proached he said: ‘‘I have only two remarks 
to make—(1) No comments are necessary on 
Dr. Mushatt’s paper, for the moral is only 
too obvious; (2) the Medical Research Coun- 
cil of Ireland, in undertaking such work, is 
administering a scheme of national import- 
ance from the point of view of medicine as 
a whole and public health in particular. Now 
that schemes for the development. of the 
teaching hospitals have been placed in ‘cold 
storage,’ presumably for the duration of the 
war and perhaps permanently, the Depart- 
ment of Local Government and Public ‘lealth 
should realise the significance of thé work 
being done by .he Medical Research Council, 
and should be prepared to deal generously 
with it, and to restore its original grant, 
which some years ago was reduced by 50 
per cent. Surely, with eight and a half mil- 
lion pounds in the hands of the Trustees of 
the Hospitals’ Trust Fund, and with no like- 
hihood of enlargement of the teaching hos- 
pitals in the near future, the Medical Re- 
search Council of Ireland should be more 
generously endowed than at present.’’ 


A BIG PROBLEM 


Dr. Gerald Dockeray said that everything 
that was said by Dr. Mushatt in his paper 
was perfectly true, and was of very great 
importance irom the health point of view. 
If there was an improvement in the laws 
and regulations dealing with tuberculosis in 
cattle and a wider use of safe milk the 
number of cases of diseases like tuberculosis, 
hip disease, spine disease and meningitis 
would be reduced to an extremely small figure 
instead of the large number of such cases at 
present. It was being done in numerous 
American cities, so there was no reason why 
it should not be done here. He agreed with 
the suggestion that milk should be boiled or 
pasteurised, for the loss of nutritional pro- 
perties was made up by the use of others. 

“ I, seems to me very wrong,” said Dr. 
Dockeray, “that, no active steps are taken 
against ople who sell milk containing 
tubercle bacilli when it is recognised as a 
serious offence for ‘people to admmister arsenic 
improperly, One is as bad as the other when 
you consider that such milk can cause spinal 
tuberculosis and other diseases. The present 
cg reguires to be improved consider- 
ably, and no interest should be allowed ta 
stand in the way of improving it. 

Dr. Dockeray pointed out that a single case 
of disease caused by tubercle bacilli cost about 
£400, apart from any question of the misery 
involved. That represented’ a big financial 
loss to the community. The problem was really 
a very big one, but as it had been very well 
met m America there was no reason why the 
nee. here should not do something 
about it. 


PASTEURISATION PLANTS 


Support for Dr. Mushatt’s suggestion, that 
milk should be pasteurised, was given by Dr. 
James McPolin, County Limerick Medical 
Officer of Health. He said that he had studied 
Dr. Mushatt’s views, and, in the main, 
agreed with them that there was no doubt 
that tuberculosts in children was in many 
instances traceable to tubercle bacilli in the 
milk given to children, but he thought it 
impossible to give an idea as to what extent. 
Dr. Mushatt had advocated three methods of 
making milk safe, one of which was the 
eradication of T.B. m cattle by slaughter. 
That point, said Dr.-McPolin, raises a question 
of such great economic magnitude that I do 
not see how it could be feasible. Dr. 
Mushatt’s second point as to the the pas- 
tuerisation of all milk in a much better way, 
and, in my view, eminently feasible. The 

uestion has been discussed at Limerick 

ounty Board of Health, and the conclusion 
arrived at was that it is quite possible to 
pastuerise all the milk in the county. 


DANGER OF INFECTION 


The suggestion that pastuerisation injures 
the milk has been found to be quite wrong, 
and, in fact, two very big creameries in 
County Limerick have recently installed pas- 
tuerisation plants. Dr. Mushatt inclines to 
the view that pastuerisation may not be 
possible, but I am convinced that it is. One 
of my reasons for saying this is that’ the 
pastuerisation of milk has two great attributes 
—firstly, it eradicates the danger of infection 
of children; and, secondly, the separated 
portion of the milk, when fed to calves and 
pigs, greatly reduces the chances of tuber- 
culosis infecting the animals. It is reason- 
able, then, to assume that pastuerisation re- 
commends itself from both the health and 
economic viewpoints. Dr. McPolin added 
that theories were always very interesting, 
but it was seldom they appear to succeed 
fully in practice. .: : 

Dr. Mushatt had criticised recent. legisla- 
tion, such as the Milk and Dairies Act, but 
it was hardly fair, in view of the fact that 
it is only when legislation is put into practice 


that its effects and defects can be ascer- !. 


tained. 


FOREIGN EXPERIMENTS 


M. M. J. Maughan, M.B., B.Ch., 
D.P.H., B.Sc., Medical Superintendent 
Officer of Health, Waterford City, said: ''1 
have read the article in the Irish Times, and 
agreed in large measure with Dr. Mushatt’s 
remarks. There are few dairy herds within 
the city boundary, so that the amount of 
work in the city ander the Bovine Tuberculis 
Order bears no relation to the problem in this 
area. Most ofthe city milk supplies come from 
registered producers in adjoining counties. 
For years past in the annual reports I have 
repeatedly advocated pasteurisation as a 
means of ensuring safe milk supply, and at 
the same time I regretted no such supply 
was available in the city. 

The provision of pasteurised milk, as well 
as eradicating human tuberculosis infection 
of bovine origin, would also ensure freedom 
from other pathogenic organisms which may 
be present in raw milk, one of which may, and 
does, give rise to the complaint known as 
nndulant fever, one recognised case of which 
occurred each year in the city for the past 
few years. 3 

The organism responsible for this com- 
plaint, no doubt, gives rise to an amount of 


indefinite illness which pasteurisation could 
revent. Incidentally, recent experiments 
in other countries have demonstrated fully 
that there is no difference in nutritive value 
between raw and pasteurised milk. I would 


| strongly recommend pasteurisation as an 


immediate satisfactory means of dealing 
with the problem, and if at the same time 
the work of eradicating tuberculosis infec- 
tion from dairy herds were put in hands 


the problem should he capable of solution.

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BASKET-MAKING 


TO THE EDITOR OF TH) IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—In Wednesday’s issue of your paper 
there is a paragraph in the London Letter 
headed ‘‘ Basket-Making Boom.” This points 
out that this business has been largely in 
the hands of Holland, Belgium, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. As these are under German 
control, the British basket-maker is coming 
into his own. 

There is a shortage of labour and the work 
cannot be done by machinery, and it takes 
years for a maker to be proficient. 

What a chance for the Irish people, who 
have been making potato baskets for genera- 
tions! ‘The younger generation would soon 
learn to use their hands, even by their own 
firesides. The osiers can be’ grown in any 
waste land or on hedges—in the acres given 
over to bog especially—whereas we have to 
buy baskets from England or the Continent, 
except for the few baskets which are made in 
Ireland. 

During the Jast war a suggestion to take 


| basket-making up in the technical schools was 


suggested in the Offaly Independent, but was 
never followed up. : 

It is a clear case of an opening, without, 
much expense for machinery or plant, to 
help our young (and older) people in the 
countryside to add “to their income, and 
incidentally to train their hands and have an 
interest indoors more suitable than dancing 
and picture-going if they took it up in their

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THE VERY REV. MICHAEL CANON 


McGUONE 

The death occurred yesterday, at the 
Parochial House, Keady, of the Very Rev. 
Michael Canon McGuone, Parish Priest of 
Derrynoose. Canon McGuone had been in 
failing health for some months. He was born 
in Linehill, Pomeroy, in 1879. He was 
educated in St. Patrick’s Seminary, Armagh, 
and, after a distinguished theological and 
philosophical course in Maynooth, was 
ordained there in 1905. He ministered first 
at Rotherlythe, in the Diocese of Southwark, 
London, and after some years was transferred 
to his native Archdiocese of Armagh. He was 
Curate in the Parishes of Killeeshil, Carling- 
ford, Clogherny, and in Armagh, before being 
appointed Administrator in 1930. In 1933 he 
was appointed Parish Priest of Clonsealle. In 
1935 he was raised to the dignity of Canon 
of the Cathedral Chapter, and im 1939 he 
succeeded the Jate Canon Bready as Parish 
Priest of Derrynoose. A man of extraordinary 
vigour, he made many improvements in the 
various parishes in which he laboured.

The Provisional. Caecho-Slovak Government 
will be assisted by the British Government, 
who have. granted the necessary financial 
credite. 

The. Czecho-Slovak Air Force will be 
attached to the Royal Air Force, and recog- 
uised as units of the Czecho-Slovak Air 
Force. 

The land forces will be organised from the 
Czecho-Slovak troops now in Greet Britain 
and in the Middle East. They will be com- 
pleted by a mobilisation of citizens living 
Great Britain and by the drafting of volun- 
teers from other countries. The units and 
formations will be commanded by Czecho- 
Slovak officers.

falsely pretending that he could arrange the 
escape of her husband from Mountjoy Prison, 
and attempting to obtain the sum of £3 by 

retending that he was a detective officer 
rom Dublin Castle. 

Detective-Inspector Noel. Reynolds said 
that since O’Rourke was last in court he had 
seen him, and O’Rourke made a statement 
which he signed, in which he admitted that 
he had attempted to hold-up the manager of 
Messrs. Kapp and Peterson’s, Grafton street. 
He had, he said, only a toy gun on that 
occasion, and had made no attempt to injure 
the manager, and did not even try to defend 
himself when tackled by the manager. 

Giving evidence of character, Detective- 

Inspector Reynolds said that O’Rourke was 
aged 41 years, and had a wife and four 
children. He was a native of Templemore, 
Tipperary. There were no previous convic- 
tions against him, and up to this case he 
bore an excellent character. He was addicted 
to gambling, especially on the dogs, and his 
downfall might be attributed to that. He 
(witness) believed that O’Rourke had used 
the money he obtained to buy food and other 
necessities of life for his family. He was 
much attached to them, and had behaved very 
decently towards them. He belonged to most 
B6 STR people.

North Kalgurli (1912)

Tea and Rubber Earnings 


Better prices for tea and rubber resulted 
in Malayalam Plantations, Ltd., reporting 
the best results for many years. The rubber 
crop, which was a few thousand pounds less 
than in the previous year at 6,521,786 1b., 
realised a net average price of 9.60d., com- 
pared with 8.06d., and, ag the f.o.b. cost of 
production was 4d. per pound lower, revenue 
from rubber (less cost of export rights) 
advanced from £169,452 to £200,619. A 
larger tea crop at 11,308,917 lb. was har- 
vested at a slightly smaller cost of 6.56d. 
per pound f.o.b., and, as the net average 
price realised rose by over ld. per pound, 
to 12.04d. per pound, revenue from tea at 
£502,712 was the highest since 1930, and 
£58,052 better than in the year to March 
31, 1939. Although on this occasion the 
company has to meet a charge of £36,000 for 
E.P.T., profit shows a considerable increase 
on that of the previous twelve months at 
£270,047, against £225,310. There is a big 
increase in the transfer to taxation reserve, 
which, at £111,000, compares with £65,500 a 
year ago. As already known, the dividend is 
repeated at 10 per cent. with the payment of 
a final of 6 per cent. By reducing the alloca- 
tion to the reserve fund from £25,000 to 
£20,000, the directors are able to add £20,000 
to the dividend reserve and to leave the 
carr forward virtually unchanged at 


£100,075. 


Cairnes’ Big Yield 


The announcement by Cairnes, Ltd., of an 
Ordinary dividend of 4 per cent. for the year 
ended August 31, 1940, draws attention to 
these shares, which last changed hands at 
4s. On this basis these shares now give the 
high yield of 20 per cent. A few years ago 
the £10 Ordinary shares were split into £1 
units in order to help to create a freer 
market in them. Brewing costs are undoubt- 
edly higher, and increases under other head- 
ings must be expected, but, at the same time, 
the company appears to be able to maintain 
a steady earning capacity. The full report 
will be awaited with interest by holders. 
The 6 per cent. Preference shares, which 
were last quoted at lós., gave a return of 
£9 4s. 7d., which is extremely attractive 
when compared with the yields to be had 
from other Irish Industrial Preference shares. 


An Argentine Railway 


Argentine Rails show dullness, although the 
cause—the moratorium sought by. the Central 
Argentine Railway—is not altogether unex- 
pected. It had scarcely been hoped of late 
that the Central Argentine would be able to 
meet its full obligations, having regard, not 
only to the conditions of the times, but to 
the deplorable traffics which the company 
has published. The Central Argentine is par- 
ticularly the sport of nature, and this time 
the almost complete failure of the 1939-40 
wheat crop in the company’s zone was not 
counter-balanced by the abundance of the 
maize crop. The result has been, as the 
official notice says, want of purchasing power 
of the farmers, and heavily increased cost of 
materials. Holders of Central Argentine 
issues will have to possess their souls and 
their stocks in patience, feeling that condi- 
tions can scarcely get much worse. More- 
over, there is the hope that springs eternal in 
the human breast of the company meeting 
with improved fortune before the two and-a- 
half years of moratorium have expired.

Rubber Dividend Disappoints 


The London Stock market was very disap- 
pointed by the announcement that the direc- 
tors of the Rubber Plantations Investment 
Trust, Ltd., had declared an interim dividend 
of 3 per cent., less tax, on account of the 
year ending December 31, 1940. This is 1 
per cent. less than last year’s interim, which 
was followed by a final of 6 per cent. This 
reduction is certainly surprising at a time 
when the majority of the rubber-producing 
companies are declaring larger dividends.
